Flood said she was “obviously interested”’ in the 
indictment, but said she could not comment on it 
until she had gotten the advice of her attorney. 

Four of the indictment’s false-statement counts 
concern the loan applications for Bowler’s pur- 
chase of properties in the 3900 and 4000 blocks of 
Oakmont Drive in Pontoon Beach. 


The counts charge Flood counseled and induced 
Bowler to grossly overstate his assets, understate 
his liabilities and show a down payment from 
savings totaling approximately $70,000, which she 
allegedly knew he not have. 


One of the other false-statement counts involves 
Bowler’s purchase of property in the 2600 block of 
Pine Street. Flood allegedly counseled and induced 
Bowler to state the contract sales price was 
$60,000 when in fact it was only $50,000. 

All of Bowler’s purchases were made under the 
jurisdiction of the U.S. Department of Housing and 

ban Development and Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration. 


The other false-statement count concerns the 
purchase of a property on Victoria Drive in Pon- 
toon Beach by Jack and Sharon Orwig with a 
Department of Veterans Affairs guaranteed loan.

In fact, the indictment charges, the Orwigs had 
obtained the $8,100 in a loan from Jack Orwig’s 
employer, Heidtman Steel Co. in Granite City. 

All of these purchases are included in the con- 
spiracy count. 

“Alleged events listed in the indictment are: 


* On Jan. 11, 1984, Flood had two sales contracts 
for the Pine Street property, one listing a sales 
price of $60,000 and one listing the actual sales 
price of $50,000. Then on March 20, 1984, she pre- 
pared a letter stating Bowler deposited $1,300 with 
Re/Max Realty Company as earnest deposit mon- 
ey for that property. 


At the closing for that property May 14, 1984, the 
larger, allegedly fraudulent figure was used on the 
sales contract. 

+ On June 12, 1984, Flood instructed Bowler to 
borrow money and place it in his savings account. 
She gave him a check for $23,000 and Bowler then 
deposited that and another check for $50,000 into 
his account. 


Two days later, Flood instructed Bowler to with- 
draw the money from his account, which he did 
and returned it to Flood and the other lender. 

¢ On July 10, 1984, at the closing of the sales 
contracts for the Oakmont Drive properties, false 
sales price figures allegedly were used. 

« On or about Aug. 2, 1984, Flood directed Jack 
Orwig to prepare a false statement regarding the 
source of an $8,100 cash payment for the Victoria

Special interest 
groups fill leaders’ 
-pockets with cash —

WASHINGTON — Illinois Sen. 
Alan Dixon accepted $107,270 
from special interest grou 
between 1984 and 1987 to supple- 
ment his Senate salary, accord- 

to a new study Thursday by 
a |ph Nader research group. 

During 1985 and 1987, Lllinois 
Sen. Paul Simon collected $93,425 
and retained $74,205, giving the 
balance to charitable organiza- 
tions, the study by Public Citizen 


said. 

The study, called ‘“‘Who Pays 
the Piper,” examined how spe- 
cial interest groups allocate 

to senators in the form of 
honoraria, the fees lawmakers 
collect for giving es, mak- 
ing appearances and writing 
articles. 

The report said the payments 
are targeted to influence sena- 
tors who serve on committees 
that vote on legislation affecting 
the special interest lobbies. 

Ui Senate rules, Dixon and 

both Democrats, may 
totaling no more 
than. 40 percent of their $89,500 
yearly base salary. The rules 
also mandate a $2,000 cap on 
each honoraria, which, unlike 
income from stocks and 
is considered earned income. 

““These-contributions, which go 
directly into the pockets of our 
nation’s lawmakers, amount to 
nothing more than legalized 
bribery,” Public Citizen Presi- 
dent Joan Claybrook contended. 
As she noted, they are entirely 
legal.

The result, which airs at 
8 p.m. today (Sunday) on KTVI- 
TV (Channel 2), is witty and 
droll, despite its fair share of cli- 
ches, but with enough action to 
satisfy a _ channel-changer 
looking for adventure. 

In fact, a fight between Gunn 
and a renegade cop (both in 
suits, of course) is as gritty as 
anything you're likely to see on 
commercial television. . 

Between the pithy patter 
mouthed by Strauss and the fine 
supporting work from a cast 
includes Pearl Bailey as Mother, 
Peter Jurasik as Lt. Jacoby (the 
role played originally by Her- 
schel Bernardi), Barbara Wil- 
liams as Gunn’s favorite thrush, 
Edie (Lola Albright’s part origi- 
nally) and Jennifer Edwards’ as 
Gunn’s dotty secretary, and, of 
course, Henry Mancini’s memo- 
rable theme, this ‘Peter Gunn” 
is a welcome return.

That's the 
problem with “The Littlest Vic- 
tims,’ a sterile, flat CBS made- 
for-television movie that airs at 
8 p.m. today (Sunday) on 
KMOV-TV (Channel 4) 

Tim Matheson portrays Dr 
James Oleske, a Newark, N.J., 
‘pediatrician who was one of the 
first doctors in the country to 
detect AIDS in children, and 
then spent several frustrating 
years trying to convince bureau- 
crats, scientists and other physi- 
cians about the accuracy of his 
diagnosis. 

As painful and important as 
the work behind this movie is, 
the drama, taped in “high defini- 
tion video’’ as CBS puts it, 
comes across stilted and fails to 
bring the viewer into the emo- 
tional impact of its message. 
Peter Levin’s direction fails to 
pull any acting power from his 
players, nor is there any devel- 
opment to the story. The AIDS 
tragedy has been told more 
effectively in such works as ‘‘An 
Early Frost’? and “‘The Ryan 
White Story."”

Hey! Who forgot about cars at 
Academy Awards’ ceremony? 


The Academy Awards are 
over, and once again an injustice 
has been trated in the cate- 
gory of t Supporting Actor. 
No car ever has won that award. 

The academy gives out about 
a zillion statuettes in order to 
provide the networks with plenty 
of time to sell dog food and soda 
pop but somehow in their ineffa- 
ble wisdom, the members once 
again have overlooked autos. 

Where would James Dean be 
without his Cadillac convertible? 
James Bond without his Aston 
Martin? Where would the Joads 
be in ‘The Grapes of Wrath" 
without their pickup truck? 

Nowhere, that’s where. 

Hollywood owes a great debt 
to the auto, from the silent days 
of Keystone Kops chases in Mod- 
el T’s to ‘‘Tucker: the Man and 


His Dream” (1988, Paramount, 
$89.98). 
Recently, ‘‘Tucker’’ hit video 


stores with a great performance 
by Jeff Bridges and a curvy 
hunk of red metal that nearly 
steals the show. The movie — 
which pe more like a jaunty 
musical than a historical dra- 
ma — tracks an obscure man 
who built a revolutionary car in 
1948 with fuel injection, disc 
brakes and seat belts, but was 
snuffed out through government 
and legal pressure exerted by 
the Big Three automakers. 

Seat belts weren’t standard 
equipment back then, and he 
wanted to introduce them. “The 
entire automotive industry in 
America is guilty of criminal 
negligence,’’ charged the maver- 
ick. “If it was up to me, they 
would be tried and convicted of 


Detroit squashed this would-be 
rival like a Ford truck rolling 
over a cockroach. Tueker suc- 
cr in making only 50 cars. 
Director Francis Ford Coppola 
tries to right an old wrong by 
giving Preston Tucker his due, 
and now it’s time to right anoth- 
er wrong.
